' THE  SECOND  criticism  is  ren- 
dered by  those  who  are  not  fully 
aware  of  the  responsibilities  of 
the  Student  Government  to  the 
Administration  nor  the  Adminis- 
tration’s responsibility  to  Stu- 
dent Government,  said  Stone. 

Since  BYU  is  a church  univer- 
sity the  Administration  has  the 
responsibility  of  seeing  that  the 
Student  Government  does  not  do 
anything  that  would  be  against 
the  Church  standards  or  princi- 
ples, continued  Stone. 

With  the  appointment  of  the 
new  Dean  of  Students  and  the 
new  student  co-ordinator,  the 
Student  Government  this  year 
has  been  able  to  make  their  own 
decisions.  But  with  this  power 
to  make  their  own  decisions  has 
come  the  responsibility  which  lies 
with  these  decisions.  As  an  ex- 
ample, President  Stone  cited  the 
case  of  Dave  Grow  recalled  from 
office  as  a result  of  Senate  ac- 
tion, not  Administrative  pressure.

HAVANA  — Cuba  said  it  would  permit  U.  N.  investi- 
gators to  verify  the  removal  of  Soviet  missiles  from  Cuba  if 
the  United  States  would  agree  to  U.  N.  supervision  of  dis- 
mantling what  it  termed  Anti-Castro  training  bases  on  U.  S. 
soil.  The  surprise  demand,  first  disclosed  by  the  govern- 
ment press,  was  believed  to  have  been  formalized  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  United  Nations  through  Deputy  Premier 
Anastas  Mikoyan,  the  envoy  sent  by  Russia  to  patch  up 
Soviet-Cuban  differences. 

GENEVA  — The  United  States  said  the  Cuban  crisis 
which  brought  the  world  “so  close  to  the  abyss  of  nuclear 
war”  showed  the  urgent  need  for  East-West  agreements 
on  disarmament  and  nuclear  test.  But  the  Soviet  response 
at  the  reconvened  17-nation  disarmament  conference  in 
Geneva  was  cool.

RAWALPINDI,  Pakistan  — Opposition  members  of  the 
National  Assembly  demanded  the  ouster  of  pro-Western 
Foreign  Minister  Mohammad  Ali  and  Pakistan’s  withdrawal 
from  Western  military  alliances.  Demands  for  adoption  of  a 
neutral  foreign  policy  at  .a  closed  emergency  session  follow- 
ed strong  criticism  of  the  West  for  having  supplied  arms 
to  India  to  fight  the  Chinese  Communists.  The  U.  S.  Em- 
bassy announced  that  Averill  Harriman,  head  of  a U.  S. 
Arms  Fact-Finding  Mission  to  India  will  fly  to  Pakistan 
Wednesday  to  calm  fears  the  arms  might  be  used  against 
Pakistanis.

What  qualities  are  necessary 
in  a class  officer?  BYU  juniors 
will  consider  that  question  Tues- 
day afternoon  when  they  nomi- 
nate candidates  for  president 
and  vice  president  of  their  class. 
The  special  election  is  occasioned 
by  the  re-call  of  ex-presdient 
Dave  Grow  by  the  Senate. 

Class  leaders  have  varied  rec- 
ommendations about  what  to 
look  for  in  an  officer  candidate. 

Jim  Hurst,  vice  president  of 
the  graduate  class,  feels  a nom- 
inee must  be  “reasonably  intelli- 
gent and  ambitious,”  due  to  de- 
mands on  his  study  time.  He. 
must  provide  an  “example  of 
academic  excellence.” 

In  addition,  he  should  be  sen- 
sitive to  the  needs  of  others  in 
order  to  develop  adequate  inter- 
personal relations.  He  should 
possess  integrity  and  an  aware- 
ness of  moral  values,  especially 
those  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  at 
BYU.  Not  only  knowing  the 
right  thing  to  do  but  having  the 
courage  to  do  it  is  a vital  char- 
acteristic. Not  the  least  import- 
ant is  a genuine  concern  for  oth- 
ers, especially  the  particular^ 
group  represented. 

GRADUATE  president  Grant 
Brimhall  was  not  available  for 
comment.  ' 

Bob  Church,  president  of  the 
senior  class,  pointed  out  that  an 
officer  must  be  an  above  average 
student  willing  to  learn  from  his 
own  mistakes.  He  must  be  able 
to  arouse  interest  and  enthusi- 
asm in  others  and  encourage  co- 
operation. “A  student  office  can 
take  as  much  time  as  you  want 
to  give,  therefore,  you  have  to  be 
willing  to  work,”  he  said. 

Senior  vice  president  Brent 
Sperry  emphasized  the  necessity 
of  a willinngness  to  sacrifice 
study  time  for  the  responsibili- 
ties of  leadership.  A nominee 
must  be  able  to  plan,  choose 
committees,  take  the  initiative, 
make  decisions,  and  schedule  his 
time.  He  must  be  socially  active, 
he  said. 

THE  FRESHMAN  president, 
Merwin  Grant  categorized  qual- 
ifications as  functional  and  per- 
sonal. In  the  first  category  he  in- 
cluded experience  in  some  level 
of  student  government  and  a 


working  knowledge  of  the  school 
constitution  and  class  organiza- 
tion. Personal  qualifications  en- 
compass good  character  and  an 
ability  to  meet  people,  make 
friends  and  instill  cooperation.  A 
chief  need  is  an  honest,  sincere 
desire  to  work  for  the  class  rep-, 
resented. 

Kim  Jacobs,  freshman  vice 
president,  said  it  was  easier  to 
list  qualifications  an  officer 
shouldn’t  have  rather  than  those 
he  should.  A candidate  should 
not  be  swayed  by  ambition  or 
hopes  of  glory.  He  needs  friends 
to  support  his  campaign  and  later 
his  work  in  office.  He  must  be 
an  “out  going”  general  good  cit- 
izen possessing  fortitude,  persis- 
tence, self-assurance,  confidence 
and  unselfish  motives. 

SOPHOMORE  vice  president 
Gary  Anderson  said,  “There  is  no 
particular  road  to  any  office. 
Qualifications  other  than  those 
specified  in  the  Constitution  are 
hard  to  define.”  He  listed  high 
principles  and  good  moral  char- 
acter as  qualifiers  “for  any  of- 
fice.” 

The  BYU  Constitution  requires 
a 2.5  cumulative  grade-point  av- 
erage unless  the  grade  for  the 
preceding  semester  was  3.0. 
Nominees  must  also  carry  at 
least  10  semester  hours.  They 
must  pass  a test  on  the  ASBYU 
Constitution.

Fortie’s  Jersey  Retired 
At  Sfudentbody  Meet 


The  football  jersey  of  Eldon 
Fortie,  BYU’s  All-America  tail- 
back, will  be  permanently  re- 
tired, according  to  University  of- 
ficials who  announced  the  pre- 
cedent-breaking  action  Saturday. 

THUS,  the  BYU  star,  who  has 
already  been  named  to  the  first 
team  of  one  All-America  selec- 
tion, becomes  the  first  player  in 
the  school’s  history  to  be  so  hon- 
ored. 

Fortie’s  “number  40”  will  be 
formally  retired  at  a studentbody 
gathering  Friday  night  in  the 
George  Albert  Smith  fieldhouse. 
The  number  will  not  be  used  by 
any  future  BYU  football  player 
or  listed  on  any  future  varsity 
football  roster. 

THE  ACTION,  which  was  in- 
itiated by  the  BYU  Athletic 
Council  and  won  full  support 
from  the  Administration,  was  en- 
thusiastically received  when  dis- 
closed on  the  Provo  campus. 

“All  of  us  feel  that  Eldon  is 
deserving  of  this  honor,”  said  Ed- 
win R.  Kimball,  the  Cougars’  ath- 
letic director.  “We  hope  that  the 
fans  will  also  recognize  this  as 


a tribute  not  only  to  Eldon,  but 
to  his  teammates  and  members 
of  the  coaching  staff  as  well.” 

FORTIE’S  jersey  will  be  placed 
in  a special  case  in  the  foyer  of 
the  George  Albert  Smith  Field- 
house  along  with  certificates  of 
award  he  has  earned  this  year.

Discussed  by  Peterson 


Literature  contaiiis  good,  bad 
and  false  news.  But  great  litera- 
ture usually  has  more  bad  news 
than  good  in  it,  said  Miss  Vir- 
gilia  Peterson  at  Monday’s  for- 
um. As  examples  she  cited  Nich- 
olas Tucci’s  “The  Desert  in  the 
Oasis”  and  “Before  My  Time.” 

As  her  definition  of  “good 
news”  Miss  Peterson  borrows  the 
words  of  Thoreau:  “I  hear  no 
good  news  save  it  be  some  noble 
trait  of  character.” 

“IT'S  A GOOD  thing  Thoreau 


•TVith  five  kids  in  school 
proved  indispensable.’^ 


hasn’t  read  modern  fiction,”  Miss 
Peterson  commented. 

A great  poet  sometimes  spreads 
false  news,  said  Miss  Peterson. 
This  is  because  it  is  so  beautiful 
that  it  can’t  be  retained.  Such  an 
example  is  “No  Man  is  an  Is- 
land.” Actually,  Miss  Peterson 
says,  man  really  is  an  island.  Ul- 
timately he  stands  alone. 

According  to  Miss  Peterson,  a 
sense  of  loneliness  prevades  con- 
temporary books.  We. have  new 
knowledge  but  it  doesn’t  make  us 
safer  or  happier.  Both  science 
and  literature  have  discovered 
that  what  we  are  composed  of 
has  a bearing  on  how  we  be- 
have. 

AS  A CRITIC,  Miss  Peterson 
cited  Katherine  Ann  Porter  as  a 
very  clever  writer  who  drips  poi- 
son into  the  minds  of  her  read- 
ers. No  really  great  writer  would 
try  to  corrupt  such  as  Katherine 
Porter  does. 

Miss  Peterson  condemned  the 
U.  S.  Mediator  of  Culture  as  a 
man  of  little  insight  who  goes 
sweeping  out  over  the  ice  with- 
out seeing  if  it  will  hold  him  up. 
She  thinks  his  book  about  happy 
people  is  a book  of  dreams  and 
that  poor  and  sick  people  can’t 
become  happy  through  art  alone.
